THE MORAL ATMOSPHERE 
Charles de Gau lle rep resenta co nserv atism, 
no t so mu ch in the sense o f p o litical o r eco no mic 
ideas, bu t rather in the bro adest sense o f mo ral­ 
ity . He stands fo r what u sed to be called the o ld- 
fashio ned v irtu es, du ty , ho no r, p erso nal dignity , 
family life, religio u s affiliatio n and wo rship , p a­ 
trio tism. In the early decades o f the twentieth 
centu ry , su ch co ncep ts o f life were regarded as 
co rney , ju st as Liszt and Cho p in in mu sic were 
regarded as co rny . The wo rld went wild. W hat 
seemed imp o rtant was so p histicatio n, a kind o f 
kno w-it-ail attitu de which really ex hibited asto n­ 
ishing lack o f kno wing any thing ev en ho w to liv e 
in a mannerly and o rderly fashio n. In this co u ntry , 
we hav e attribu ted this disease to Pro hibitio n and 
its aftermath, bu t it was a u niv ersal co nditio n 
ev en in co u ntries which knew no Pro hibitio n. 
It is no t to o easy to assess the meaning o f de 
Gau lle’s accep tance by the French p eo p le. Bu t 
o f this we can be su re: they hav e accep ted a 
leader who believ es that so -callnd so p histicatio n 
and cy nicism ate at the v ery heart o f the French 
p eo p le, debased its y o u th and co rru p ted its so cial 
and eco no mic life. It is to be ex p ected that de 
Gau lle will battle this ro t as Adenau er has bat­ 
tled it in West Germany and as Khru shchev wo u ld 
like to battle it in the So v iet Fmp ire, bu t Khru sh­ 
chev faces the difficu lty „that mo rality req u ires 
religio n to su stain it and Khru shchev has no 
religio n. 
What these changes in altitu de o n the Co n­ 
tinent will do in Great Britain and the United 
States, it is difficu lt to kno w, bu t p o werfu l mo v e­ 
ments canno t ap p ear in o ne p art o f the wo rld 
witho u t their influ ence sp reading ev ery where, and 
all the wo rld is weary o f the p ho nies and ex hi­ 
bitio nists and v u lgarians who p ro tru de them ­ 
selv es thro u gh ev ery means o f p u blicity ev en 
su ch as ridicu le themselv es. 
Du ring the war y ears, mo ney wfas to an 
asto nishing degree internatio nalized and banking 
became a p ro fessio n o f o p erato rs witho u t co u ntry , 
witho u t p atrio tism, witho u t p hilo so p hy o f life. 
Tlie stateless mo ney -grabbers u sed their wealth 
as a p assp o rt bu t o ften what they did was at the 
ex p ense o f the co u ntry where they settled. Thu s 
o ne co u ld witness in any large mo ney center, these 
men o f mo ney bartering, scheming, co nniv ing 
witho u t regard to any interest bu t the small p er­ 
centage they earned o n their p icay u ne trans­ 
actio ns, which in the aggregate co u ld amo u nt to 
disaster. It was du ring this p erio d that the tax 
hav en dev elo p ed to its p resent eno rmity , the 
largest, Switzerland, 
hav ing beco me the 
mo st 
mischiev o u s natio n o f the time. Go ld ho arding and 
go ld smu ggling hav e beco me a gentleman’s o c­ 
cu p atio n 
and 
natio nal 
eco no mies 
are 
being 
wrecked by the greed and selfishness o f tho se who 
call themselv es bankers. 
France p articu larly su ffers fro m this ty p e o f 
selfishness, the French banker and bu sinessman 
o p erating as tho u gh he had no co u ntry . His 
co u ntry is mo ney . He co u ld transact deals with 
So v iet Ru ssia as he did with Nazi Germany du r­ 
ing the war. He bo u ght p o litical p arties to p ro ­ 
tect him in his co rru p tio n and he p u t his o wn 
p o liticians in o ffice so that they co u ld aid and abet 
him in his eco no mic deals. He hade a fetish o f the 
deal w hich he p u t abo v e all else in life. 
De Gau lle may be ex p ected to wip e this ty p e 
o f fello w o ff the face o f the Earth. The sp ecu lato r 
who is no w p o u nding do wn the franc will find no 
ally in de Gau lle who did no t sav e France to en­ 
rich fringe sp ecu lato rs. When he cracks do wn 
o n them in France, he may ex p o se the fo u lness 
o f their co ndu ct so that we see it here in the 
United States. He may find a way to fo rce 
Switzerland to liv e amo ng natio ns o n a mo ral 
rather than a p awnsho p basis. Fo r this needs to 
be clear: the mo ney sp ecu lato rs, the ho arders and 
tax -hav en 
dev o tees are 
the same 
p erso ns 
in 
France, in Great Britain, in the United States, 
in Switzerland and 
in 
Ho lland. They alway s 
o p erate in cartelized gro u p s; they alway s fu nctio n 
with go v ernment su p p o rt so mewhere. They are

The de Gau lle ap p ro ach may be different. It 
may be a mo ral rather than legalistic rp p ro ach 
and it may su cceed in ex p o sing the co rru p tio n.

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PESSIMISM IN PERSPECTIVE 
Inex orably , relentlessly , we grind into 
the new y ear, 19 59 . What new frights and 
triumphs will it hold? 
As we take the first timid steps, the fear- 
the-worst forces seem to hav e the upper 
hand ov er trust-for-the-best contingent. At 
times it appears to be a national inferiority 
complex . 
Let’s put the clamor about banning the 
nuclear bomb as a weapon to one side. Let’s 
also close our ears to all the confusing 
whoop-de-doo about the rockets. Take a 
brief look at the real accomplishment in our 
lifetime—the great leap forward in knowl­ 
edge that came with the unlocking of 
atomic energy . To get a clear v iew* of our 
chances in 19 59 let’s rev iew what the world 
is doing with this historic break-through— 
in the interests of peace rather than war. 
First and foremost, we are solv ing more 
secrets ev ery day . It is a complicated sub­ 
ject, but the rev elations of cosmic ray re­ 
search aione show the dimensions of new 
knowledge. It is truly an ex plosion of un­ 
derstanding which is taking place in the 
labs of the world. Nothing like it has ev er 
happened before. 
Almost ev ery one is familiar with widen­ 
ing use of atomic techniques in medicine. 
And the coming y ear will also see new ad­ 
v ances in harnessing the atom for generat­ 
ing power. 
By 19 8 0 the atom is ex pected to supply 
10 per cent of our nation’s power. A 60,000- 
kilowatt power plant is in operation in Ship- 
pingport, Pa. Four other plants are under 
construction and 11 are planned. 
Britain is going ahead with a 650,000- 
kilowatt plant in Suffolk. Six other large 
ones are on the way . One is now operat­ 
ing. Britain leads the world in producing 
electric power through atomic reactors. 
Russia also has one operating and is 
building another of 600,000-kilowatt ca­ 
pacity .* 
Britain is helping to construct a plant in 
Italy . The United States is underwriting a 
350-million-dollar project to prov ide six 
European nations with nuclear power. 
General Electric is about to build a sec­ 
ond Italian power plant in Punta Fiume. 
Westinghouse is ex porting a power reactor 
to Belgium. 
Now add to all this activ ity for 19 59 the 
new* interest in using atomic power in place 
of dy namite. 
Unless Russia and other nations rule the 
plan out under the proposal to ban atomic 
testing, our country will take the first steps 
in this direction this y ear. 
The program is called "Operation Plow­ 
share.” 
Ten or a dozen ex plosions are 
planned starting in the summer. They 
would lead up to using this mighty chemi­ 
cal fist to pound out harbors, create under­ 
ground water reserv oirs, assist oil and min­ 
eral production and create a technique to 
make the world more habitable. 
This Is a sharp, clear look at only one 
phase of what we are doing about our fun­ 
damental problem—keeping millions of hu­ 
mans aliv e on our planet. Perhaps it will 
help shrink our difficulties into perspectiv e 
and may allow- us to step more boldly ov er 
the threshold of the new y ear. 


BEWARE: THIN ICE 
The United States Ls a safety -conscious 
nation, and this concern is often translated 
into slogans and ex hortations. It is no won­ 
der that people grow- a little tired of being 
told to watch their step. 
Some things must be said again and 
again, all the same, in the hope that reitera­ 
tion may be effectiv e. One of these things 
is this; Ice ov er any open water is poten- j 
tialJ y dangerous, and ice ov er running wa-1 
ter is almost sure to hav e weak spots that i 
may giv e way with no warning at all. 
This word of caution is intended mainly ? 
for children. 
But not many of them are' 
likely to read it here, so we address our­ 
selv es to parents. 
Ev ery winter, children 
drown because they were not sufficiently 
aware of the tragedy that lurks beneath 
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was no t try ing to wip e o u t all 
o f labo r’s gains and gro wth. The

Co ncerns All, Yo u ng o r Old

One o f the great needs o f o u r time is to de­ 
v elo p better metho ds—and mo re facilities—fo r 
the care o f the o lder p eo p le in o u r p o p u latio n. . 
Nev er befo re in histo ry hav e we lo o ked fo r­ 
ward to hav ing su ch a large p ro p o rtio n o f o u r 
fello w citizens o v er the age o f 6 5 . This do es no t 
mean that after that age we are thro u gh, bu t it 
do es mean a change in the kind o f p ro blem faced 
by the aging p erso n, his o r her family , and the 
co mmu nity . 
On the av erage, wo men hav e a co nsiderably 
greater ho ld o n life than men do . 
There are, in 
o ther wo rds, a lo t mo re liv ing o ld ladies than 
there are o ld men. 
In o ther resp ects, ho wev er, wo men in their 
o lder y ears are no t so io ilu nate. 
A high p ro p o r­ 
tio n o f wo men 85 y ears o ld o r o v er su ffer fro m 
the effects o f a decline o f fu nctio n in the inner 
ear and the co nnectio ns o f this o rgan with the 
brain. 
Nearly three o u t o f fo u r wo men o f this age 
o r bey o nd su ffer fro m dizziness, a risk o f falling, 
and ev en mo re fro m difficu lty in getting aro u nd 
in the dark. 
A high p ro p o rtio n—nearly 7 0 o u t 
o f 100—are hard o f hearing. 
These changes are distu rbing. 
The co mbina­ 
tio n o f dizziness and difficu lty in getting abo u t in 
the dark eno rmo u sly increases the danger to el­ 
derly wo men o f bro ken bo nes. 
Men who liv e to this age su ffer in a similar 
way , bu t there is so me q u estio n as to whether 
the men*who su rv iv e so lo ng are as liable to seri­ 
o u s ear difficu lties as the wo men. 
Understanding and sy mp athy fo r elderly p eo ­ 
p le sho u ld be a reflectio n o f o u r civ ilizatio n. 
Nev ertheless, it mu st he reco gnized that gro wing 
o ld with all o f the p hy sical disabilities w'hich may 
dev elo p p ro du ces a strain o n the y o u nger mem- 
bers o f so ciety who are resp o nsible fo r the eire 
o f tho se who can no lo nger lo o k after themselv es 
co mp letely . 
One* rep o rt o n this su bject tells o f dau ghters 
who hav e taken caro o f elderly p arents fo r mo nths 
witho u t ev en being able to get to the mo v ies, o r 
fo r y ears witho u t being able to escap e the care 
and resp o nsibility fo r ev en a day . 
Su ch ex p eri­ 
ences are no t u nu su al. 
Certainly y o u nger p eo p le 
who bear su ch bu rdens deserv e a better break. 
Mo re and better ho mes and institu tio ns cap a­ 
ble o f caring fo r the increasing nu mber o f u s who 
aro liv ing into o ld age are so rely needed. The re­ 
sp o nsibility fo r try ing* to so lv e these p ro blems 
rests o n tho se o f u se who hav e no t y et reached 
the Hg* when we mu st dep end o n o thers. 
Bu t we 
shall all get there if we liv e lo ng eno u gh.
